SALESMAN is never indifferent. And the answer to 

that is that if he is indifferent he isn’t a salesman. 

In a recent column from Detroit Walter Boynton re- 
lated some of his experiences in salesrooms while he was in 
the East recently. His car bore Michigan number plates, 
and in several salesrooms which he visited this fact seemed 
to predetermine the attitude of the alleged salesmen there 
to a condition of lofty indifference, on the assumption pre- 
sumably that a visitor from Michigan was certainly not a 
live prospect for a sale. 

We know of a case which happened a few years ago 
when a visitor to the Eastern seaboard from Ohio encoun-| 
tered this attitude of inattention in the salesroom of a well- 
known company in a New England city.

_He had been intending to replace his car for so.we time, and | 
~ during his visit East the need became perative. He went} 
to the salesroom intending to buy. The clerk on the floor— 
he wasn’t a salesman—noticed the Ohio plates, mentioned 
that he had and displayed the most complete lack of interest 
in the visitor and the questions he asked. The Ohioan finally 
left the salesroom, went to a rival establishment and bought 

a car. 

Into a New York salesroom last spring there came a’ 
man of extremely unprepossessing appearance. His English} 
was badly bent, if it was not actually broken. He looked 
like a not very successful old clothes man. The salesman 
in this case happened to be a real one. He asked the man 
courteously whether he wanted to look over the stock of 
used cars. The visitor did not. He evinced interest in a 
new eight-cylinder sedan, the price of which was over $3,000. 
The salesman showed him the car, gave him a demonstra- 
tion, all the time wondering how much more time he would 
have to waste over “this nut.” At the end of the demon- 
stration the visitor bought the car and paid for it in cash, 
which he lugged out of various pockets of his rumpled cloth- 
ing. He had no used car to turn in and the sale was a per- 
fectly clean transaction. Naturally, the salesman was de- 
lighted and he did not pause to consider whether his strange 
client spent his life in an earnest endeavor to uphold all 
constitutional amendments.
